We do not make com- 
remoration of this our beneficence cither to pleaſure our ſelves , or -to top the influence of our 
Royall #wg Vf and goodnefſe for hereafter; bar that by thole reall demonſtrations'of our unfergned 
defites and delight to doe good., yee may be the more confident to expeR from us whatſoevec in 
Fuſtice wee can grant, or I be expedient for you to obrain. Wee have given-exprefſc 
charge to our Commiſſioner to ſee that all things be done there orderly and peaccably as if wee 
were preſent in our own perſon, not doubting bur in thankfilneſſe for your -preſent- eſtate ad 
condition you will abflain fromevery thing that: may make+atty- new diftuirbance ,” and: that 
ee will be more wiſe then to be the enenyes of your owne peace , which would Aumble others 
and ruine your ſelves. We hayealſocommanded our Commiſſioner to receive from you your juſt 
and reaſonable deſires, for whar may further ſerve for the good of Religion , that taking rherito 
oug conſideration, we may omit nothing which may witnefſe us to be indeed a nurſing Father of 
the Church wherein wee wete borne and baptized, and then if you be not happy you ma 
blame not us bur your ſelves, Ard now what doe wee againe requireof you butthar which 
otherwiſe, you owe to us as our Sovereigne Lord and King ? even-that -you pray: for our-pro» 
ſperhty xrity , and the peace of our Kingdomes , that ' you uſe the beſt 'meansto keepour people in

bediencetous and our Laws , which doth very much'in our perſonalt abſence from this our 


Kingdom depend'upon your preaching and your own exemplary loyalty, and faithfulneſſe, and 


that againſt all fuch jealoufies, and ſ.ſpitions, and finirous run:ours, as are too frequent in theſe 
tines, and hath been falfifiet in time paſt,” by the reality of contrary events; you judge of Us, 
and'our Profeſſions by our a&ions, -which wee trufl, through God , in defpight of malice, ſhall 
ever goon in a conſtant way for the good of Religion, arid the-wel-fare of our People, which is 
the chiefeſt of our intentions and defires : And thas We bid you farewell.

1583. humbly defiring the Kings Ma» 
jeſtie to command his Ambaſſadour then going to Erg/ard, to deale with the Queene, that there 
mightbe an union and band berwixt thei and other Chrittian Princes' and Realies profeſſing 
the true Religion, tor defence and proteRion of the word of Cgd,and profeſſors thereof againſt the 
perſecution of Papifts and Confederates joynt and unitertogether by the bloudy league 'of Trex, 
as alſo that her Majeſty would disburden their brethren of England of the yoke of Ceremonies inn- 
poſed upon'them againſt the liberty ofthe Word. And by the Aﬀembly at Edenburoh, March 3.
